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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is not stated and not clear what the structural relationship of the "another 
reeling device" recited at the end of the claims 1 and 14 is to the reeling device of the 
first and second reeling stations. 

2. Claims 1,12,14 and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over McNeil et al (5,732,901). 

McNeil et al shows a turret winder having a plurality of mandrels on which paper 
is wound. The paper is supported by rolls 54,56 and 59 for travel in a vertical, though 
non-linear, path as can be seen in Figure 3A. The mandrel corresponds to the claimed 
"core". Referring to the same Figure, mandrel 300A and 300B are located vertically 
above each other and corresponds to the claimed "vertically stacked" first and second 
reeling station. The mandrels 300A and 300B are separately and ultimately driven by 
motors 332A and 332B respectively. The claim is open to the web supported for travel 
in a non-linear vertical path and thus, McNeil et al anticipates the claimed invention or at 
the least, obviously shows the claimed invention. 

In regard to claim 14, while McNeil does not disclose a wet section and drying 
section, McNeil et al inherently has the claimed features since the claimed features are 
standard in paper making. Since the claims do not call for the direct transfer of the web 
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from the dryer section of the papermachine, the claim is anticipated by McNeil et al or at 
the least obvious thereover. 

3. Independent Claims 1,14 and 43 would be allowable if amended to include the 
fact that the web is only supported by a fabric in a vertical , generally linear run in the 
area of transfer to the reeling device and means are provided to engage the reeling 
device and web supported on the fabric to wind the web. 

4. The following is noted in regard to Applicant's election of the species of Figure 
20A: The species of 20A requires splitting the web, pair of reeling devices at each of the 
vertical stations and have means for simultaneously winding the split web at the pair of 
reeling devices at the same reeling station, page 14. Only claims 1,12,14 and 43 read 
on this embodiment and species. Claims 1 and 14 are generic. The other claims read 
on non-split web or single reeling devices at each reeling station or simultaneous or 
alternatively winding at the two vertical reeling stations. 

5. Claims 2-1 1 ,1 3,1 5-42,44-46 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected non-elected species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) 
requirement in Paper No. 9.
